A CAPOTE Walloon is to be used at thi 
Paris Observatory for making meteoro- 
logical observations at a bight of a mill 
and a half above the surface of the earth. 


A RUSSIAN savant often the novel but 


absurd hypothesis that hail is cosnrical 
origin, and is captured by our world in 
ita journey through space in thesam« 
way that meteorites are attracted to thii 
planet. 


BAIAOONISTS have a unique method oi 


taking "soundings" to learn their dis- 
tance from the earth when traveling in 
the air at night. A loud shout is given, 
and the seconds are counted until the 
echo from the ground is heard. From 
the time required for the return of the 
sound it is easy to compute the bight of 
the balloon. 


WHEN a drop of nitric acid is allowed 


to remain a few moments upon the sur- 
face of a piece of metal, filed bright and 
clean, a pale ashy-gray spot is left if the 
metal is wrought-iron, a brownish black 
if steel, a deep black if iron. The car- 
bon present in various proportions pro- 
duces the differences in color. This is 
therefore considered a sure test. 


THE curious phenomenon of phos- 


phorescent ice, observed in the Arctic 
regions, has been described by J. Allen. 
Whenever the observer saw a. lump of 
ice shattered at night by the vessels car- 
rying him, he perceived a curious light 
emitted by the frozen fragments. The 
light is very like that produced by break- 
ing a piece of sugar in the dark. 


Dn. SIEMENS commended the open 


fire-place for its sanitary advantages. 
Unlike radiating stoves, it warms the 
walls and furniture of a room more than 
the air. If the air within a room ii 
hotter than the walls moisture condenses 
on the latter causing mildew and fer- 
mentation, with resulting liability to 
disease on the port of the occupants of 
the room. 


MANI coffee drinkers have undoubtedly 


been disturbed by the widely-published 
theories of Dr. Bock, of Leipaio, who 
pronounces coffee and tea to be the chief 
causes of nervousness and peevishness so 
common in our time. Upon this point, 
however, doctors disagree, and we find 
Dr. Henry Segur arguing that the effects 
of these beverages are far from injurious. 
As a remedial agent he believes coffee to 
be of great value, while its use promotes 
digestion, and otherwise exerts a health- 
ful influence upon the system. To con- 
firm thia belief he points to the fact that 
habitual ooftee drinkers are generally 
healthy, and live to a good old age. 


How greatly woiild human knowledge 


be narrowed had the microscope never 
exisited. The wonderful instrument has 
not t>nly revealed the magnitude and im- 
portance of tins unseen worldabont us and 
shown many hidden marvels, but it has 
furnished a means of studying disease 
which will never cease to be an inestim- 
able boon. It lias shown that the animal 
body is pieyed upon by a variety of or- 
ganisms, producing dispaee, whose cause 
would never liave been suspected with- 
out ita aid. The knowledge thus gained 
lias in seveial instances led to the dis- 
covery oi mtthixte of lendenng the at- 
tacks of tlio imunte parasites compara- 
tively harmless, thus conquering several 
dreaded maladies. Observations of this 
kind are only of a very recent date, but 
the progress made has been very remark- 
able 
All epidemic or contagious dis- 


eases are now believed to be due to 
microbcopic oigamsms in the blood, and 
it appeals quite probable that M. 
Pasteur's plan of vaccination may ere 
long bo successfully applied to all ail- 
ments of this kind with the result of 
greatly reducing their ravages. It is 
hoped that these new ideas concerning 
disease may soon lead to a material les- 
sening of the death rate from such wide- 
spread disorders as scarlet and typhus 
fevers and diphtheria. Tiuly great is 
the work of the microscope.

Queen Victoria's Whims. 


With regard to the "relic rooms," to 


which allusion was made last week, I 
understand that not only at Balmoral, 
but also at Osborno and at Windsor 
Castle, the bsites \vhich tvcie occupied 
by the Prince Consort have never been 
ottered in any way biuce his death. Ev- 
erything lemains as ho leit it. The 
rooms are kept locked up during the ab- 
sence of the couit, but, as the Queen 
comes to each palace, they are opened 
and lighted up every evening during her 
stay. At Windsor her Majesty usually 
passes a part of each evening in tho 
Prince Consort's sitting-room, his snito 
adjoining her o\vn, which open from tins 
grand corridor, 
Frogmoie has been 


practically rendered unavailable as a 
residence, m consequence of the Queen 
having closed lip the rooms which were 
used habitually by the Duchess of Kent. 
This house was always an inconvenient- 
ly small one, and the shutting up of the 
best rooms makes it impossible to ac- 
commodate a tanuly and establishment 
there, which, however, is not reaietted 
by the royal family, as it is a very dull 
place and exceedingly damp.

Queen passes every morning at Frog- 
more while residing at Windsor. 
In 


summer her Majesty has tents put up 
on the lawu, breakfasts in one and writes 
her letters and transacts business' in the 
other, driving back to the Castle to 
lunch. Two grooms are kept constant- 
ly employed conveying the boxes of pa- 
pers from Sir Henry Ponsoby at the 
Castle to the Queen in her tent.—Lon- 
don Truth. 


Arctic Ballooning. 


Mr. W. Mattiew Williams eiprease* 


his surprise in the Gentleman's Maga- 
zine at the large proportion of educated 
people who still believe that the balloon 
voyage to the North pole projected by 
Commander Ohsyne will encounter seri- 
ous difficulties on account of intense cold 
in the upper regions in the air during 
the Arctic summer. Winter in the Arc- 
tic regions is bitterly, horribly cow— 
andwhv? Simply because the aim is 
altogether below the horizon for months 
and all this time the earth is radiating 
its heat into space and receiving none in 
eturn. In anmmerthe cafieis diflerent. 
At Allen, 3 J degrees north of the Arctic 
circle, barley has been seen to grow two 
and a half inches, and peas three inches 
in twenty-four hours. At Hammerfest, 
still further north, the hay is made in a 
month after the snowhas left the ground. 
In Greenland, from which most of our 
descriptions of Arctic climate are de- 
trfved, he summer is marred by the gla- 
ciers, which fill up all the valleys and 
flow down fjords and sea channels, 
where, by tfieir immersion in salt water, 
a freezing mixture is produced. The 
summer temperature is reduced by these 
glaciers just as it is in Switzerland, 
where a few steps carry the tourist from 
tbe scorching hillside to the frigid at- 
mosphere that stands over the glacer, andi 
has such a curious exhilarating effect di- 
rectly he steps upon the ice. The Sibe- 
rian plains are fed by no such accumula- 
tions of mountain ice, and hence the sun 
does its full work in warming the earth 
directly the snow has vanished. 


A balloon floating well above the 


Greenland ice would enjoy a luxurious 
gammer climate; the sun would shine 
upon it continuously, and some part of 
its rotundity would always receive per- 
pendicular rays, even with the sun on 
the horizon. The elevation above the 
lower humid atmosphere would remove 
much of the chief cause of the difference 
between the direct heating power of the 
polar and tropical sun rays, viz,: the ab- 
sorption of a greater quantity of heat by 
aqueous vapor through which the ob- 
lique rays usually travel.—Excli&nge, 


Mica Masks. 


A well-known German manufacturer 


of mica wares, Herr Raphael, of Breslau, 
now makes mica masks for the face, 
which are quite transparent, very light, 
and- affedted neither by heat not by, 
acids. They afford good protection to 
all workmen who are liable to b,e injured 
by heat, dust, or noxious vapors, all 
workers with fire, metal and glass xnelters- 
stone-masons, etc. In all kinds of grind- 
ing and polishing work the flying frag- 
ments rebound from the arched mica 
plates of the mask without injuring 
them. These plates are fixed in a me- 
tllic frame, which is well isolated by 
means of abestos, so as not to be at- 
tacked by heat or acid. These masks 
allow the turning of the eye in any 
direction, and, as against micaspectacles, 
they afford the advantage of protection 
to the whole face. In certain cases the 
neck and shoulders may also be guarded 
by a sheet of cloth inpregnated with 
fire-proof material, or by asbesost 
sheet attached to the mask. Tbe inter- 
val between the mica and the eyes 
allows of workmen who have poor eye- 
sight wearing spectacles, and of workers 
with fire or in melting operations wear- 
ing colored glass spectacles under the 
musk without fear of breakage of the 
glass, mica being such a bad conductor 
of heat. Where the mask has to be 
worn long, it is found desirable to add a 
caoutchouc tube with mouth-piece for 
admission of fresh air ; the tube passes 
out to the shoulders, whore its funnel- 
shaped end (sometimes holding a moist- 
ened sponge) is supported. The mask 
has a sort of cap attached to it for fix- 
ture on the head,—London Times.

Pond bill by the Ohio legislature may 
have had upon the spring elections, 
it is certain the liquor dealers made 
a grave mistake in charging their 
grievances upon the Republican par- 
ty, and in seeking to defeat its can- 
didates by demagogic appeals.

A Chapter on Country Bead Making 


Worthy of Attention. 


The following from an exchange we 


commend to the attention of onr commis- 
sioners of highways and each of the four 
road overseers. "Ae there has been a 
;ood deal said this winter, and the time 
a drawing nigh that something ought to 
le done, I wish to offer a few suggestions 
upon the subject of making roads npotf 


rairieeoiL From the settlement of our 
tate to the present time onr people, es- 
pecially the farmers, have been strag- 
gling with earth and water, in vain att- 
empts to make good road* For mate- 
rial we have the soil in all its purity OD 
b» prairie and nothing more. However 
desirable stone and gravel may be, it jp 
too expensive to think of building all onr 
coanty and township roads with. It is 
evident that our roads must be made of 
soil. It has been proven by sufficient 
trials that drain tile is of the utmost ad- 
vantage in draining wet land. Under- 
draining is the key to successful fanning 
or road making over wet land. The im- 
portant thing to look after, is the rapid 
removal of the water. This necessitates 
the most .accurate work in laying the 
drain, and larger tiles should be used 
than for draining farm hind. If there 
are small saga communicating with the 
road ditches, branch lines should extend 
to them, so they may not discharge large 
quantities of water into the road ditch. 
The drains keep the embankment firm by 
preventing water from soaking into it 
from the bottom and sides. As a conse- 
qu&ce when the frost cornea out in the 
spring, there is less moisture, and conse- 
quently less breaking up of the surface. 
It should be borne in mind that drainage 
does not prevent rain from penerating 
the surface. This is a disadvantage pe- 
culiar to onr soil. It is of the utmost 
importance that the surface be kept 
smooth, and raised sufficiently in the cen 
ter for the water to run off. Whenever 
the roads are dry enough to go over 
with a semper, they should be gone over, 
filling all the nits, and then thoroughly 
rolled.

If country girls who meditate a career 


in the city would turn their attention to 
lomestic purposes, instead of thronging 
he stores and workshops, mistress and 
maid would be mutually benentted. It 
is an employment that is healthier, more 
respectable and better paid than that of 
actory orshop girls, and I believe I may 
rnlyadd, more profitable than dress or 
Kmnet making, or any sort of gewing,and 
o my mind, quite respectable. I honor 
all workers who do their work well, no 
matter what it may be, save it is honest 
useful work. And so does everybody 
whose respect and esteem are worth'hav- 
ng. If there is any reason why "hired 
girls' are imbued with the idea that their 
occupation is regarded as very inferior, it 
_ solely because they have been so out- 
rageously ignorant, unskilled ^nd unfit 
tor the position. Having occasion to em- 
ploy a maid to do very light work,I adver- 
-Jsed for one, promising but $2 a week, 
rat 'a good home and kind treatment.' 
Fhere- came upward of forty applicants 
'or the situation, and among the number 
one in particular; she was a very nice- 
ooking young woman, who had been a 
clerk for several years at a salary of $6 
per week. She found that her expenses 
consumed all her earnigus, that ske lived 
shabbily in a boarding house, that she 
iad not really good society, and that be- 
ing so much on her feet and oftentimes 
in an impure atmosphere, was killing her. 
She was heartily tired of it, and looked 
Forward to a quiet home, hi a quiet fam- 
ily.with a great sense of relief. Then, too, 
in such a position she would have no ex- 
pense for her dress, and at the most she 
could put half her earnings every year ii 
the bank. Employers know, if employes 
do not, that domestic sen ice is the best 
paid, comparitively, of any sort of work, 
and it is a matter of wonder, as well as 
surprise, that so few American girls nt 
themselves far such work. All occupa- 
tions have their unpleasant features, and 
those in household service are often over- 
matched by the disagreeable incidents to 
any kind of untried business.

United States, died in 1081. The 
following epitaph was cut in black 
letter on his tombstone:
